But this was not known to you voters, 
To get us into war, you must make the 
people think that you are innocent and that 
you have been unjustly attacked. The pres- 
sure to bring about an attack by Japan was 
furnished by our conniving State Depart- 
ment which reversed our position in Asia 
and demanded that the Japs get out of 
China. It also brought about an oil embargo 
on Japan.

We have 
let the Russian 5th.column come into Cuba, 
take over the island and rob the American 
people of billions of dollars in investments. 
Castro has declared that Cuba is communist, 
and Russia has stated that if we use armed 
forces to free Cuba, we will feel rockets 
from Russia. 

This is nice going on my part as your 
make-believe President of the United States. 
I take full responsibility for the double cross 
of the counter-revolution and for discarding 
the Monroe. Doctrine. 
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Now, you may be assured that we can 
possibly have another Korean War to keep 
things going downhill for the American 
taxpayers, We can have another limited 
war, allowing our armed forces to attack 
Cuba, The attack could be stopped 50 miles 
off the Florida coast with no bombing of 
Cuba allowed, as in Korea.

COUNCIL ON FOREIGN 
RELATIONS (CFR)

The unofficial rulers of this Nation are vari- 
ously described in editorials, pamphlets, and 
books by such names as “The American Estab- 
lishment,” ‘The Invisible Government,” “Amer- 
ica’s Unelected Rulers,’ and “The Secret Gov- 
ernment of the United States.” Almost without 
exception, however, the Council on Foreign 
Relations is referred to as the nerve center 
which appears to dominate our Government. 

The measure of the power of the Council on 
Foreign Relations is well documented by Dan 
Smoot in his book, The Invisible Government, 
In the July 17, 1961, Dan Smoot Report, he 
wrote: 

“The Council on Foreign Relations is the 
invisible government of the United States by 


virtue of the fact that members of the Council . 


occupy key posts in the Executive Branch of 
government from the Presidency downward, 
By its own efforts, and through many inter- 
locking organizations, the Council on Foreign 
Relations also virtually controls public opinion 
in the United States.” 

In an article which was reprinted in the 
Congressional Record, Richard Rovere made a 
similar appraisal: 

“The directors of the Council on Foreign 
Relations make up a sort of presidium for that 
part of the establishment that guides our des- 
tinies as a Nation.” 

Elsewhere he commented: 

“Its powers are greatest in the executive and 


judicial branches of the government, in educa- © 


tion, in organized religion, and in science. It 
is in effective control of the new world that has 
been created by the philanthropic foundations.” 

The Council on Foreign Relations did not 
spring into being or power like Athena from 
the head of Zeus. It dates back to the old 
League of Nations when the goal, then as now, 
was to involve the United States in a world 
government. Following the rejection of the 
League of Nations by the American people 
and their Senate, the Council on Foreign Rela- 
tions was born. It is interesting to note that 
three of its earliest members are well known to 
us today: Christian Herter, the late John Foster 
Dulles, and Allen Dulles. Today it has a mem- 
bership of 1400. 

Dan Smoot tells us that the Council on For- 
eign Relations did not amount to much until 
the Rockefeller Foundation and funds began 
to pour money into its coffers. Later the Car- 


negie and Ford Foundations added their sup- - 


port. He adds: 


“In 1939, the Council began to take over the 
U. S. State Department. . . . 

In 1945, the Council on Foreign Relations, 
and various foundations and other organiza- 


tions interlocked with it, had virtually taken 


over the U. S. State Department.” 

_ The grip of the Council on Foreign Rela- 
tions on the State Department is also noted by 
Everett S. Allen in a series of articles, written 
for the New Bedford (Mass.)
